The United States Government allows only one 
chaplain for eve) ‘y regiment, which, according to the 
new arrangement, will mean only one chaplain for 
every 2,500 men. 

. One out of every three chaplains will be a Cath- 
olic Priest; theyefore, one priest to every 7,500 men. 
Two out of three regiments will not be provided with 
a priest by the Government itself; which means that 
Catholics among these must be ministered to, if at all, 
by volunteer c haplains, who must be sustained by the 
Knights of Columbus or by help received from some 
other source. 

Then the Government does not engage chaplains 
for the National Guard, whose membership, to be 
distributed among sixteen cantonments, aggregates 
750,000 men. The National Guard in many states 
have no affiliated Catholie chaplains. nye e they must 
also be served by volunteer chaplains. Cantonments 
located in the north or central states will probably be 
attended, at considerable inconvenience, by priests 
resident in contiguous cities, but the Government has 
placed most of these army Cities in the south, where 
riests are few and alre: ady overworked. Georgia and 

irginia are to have four eantonments each. The 
bishops of these states sent representatives to the re- 
cent Congress, held. at the Catholic University, for the 
sole purpose of making a strong plea for pr iests from 
the north to assist in ministering unto the 160,000 sol-

SPEEDING THE PARTING CONSCRIPT. 

A number of cordial answers have come to our suggestion for a re- 
treat for the conscripts, all of them expressing interest and approval of 
the plan and some announcing that it would be put at once into execu- 
tion. In many cases, however, regrets were expressed that it was im- 
possible, owing to various cireumstances to carry out the plan of a 
retreat. For these cases some further suggestions may be in order. 

Where it is not possible to have a closed retreat for the recruits 
before they leave for service, it may be practicable to have a mission 
with instructions and devotions at least in the evenings. These exercises 
may be held either in the home parish, or in a church near camp. In 
many camps the conscripts are given leave after supper, and they can 
stay out until! gine-thirty or ten o’eclock. This would afford them ample 
opportunity to go to a nearby church for the exercises of the mission, 
and the instructions should be especially directed to fortifying them 
against their particular temptations, and strengthening them in good 
resolutions for the time of their military experience. It would be espec- 
ially desirous ‘that these missions should culminate in the formation of a 
group of Sodalists as we suggested before, who would put themselves 
under ‘the special direction of the Catholic Chaplain and co-operate with 
him in'any needed way for the benefit of the soldiers in the camp. 

Where it is not possible to hold even a ceurse of instructions and 
devotions in the evenings; it will at lekst be found practicable before the 
recruits leave to gather them together for a series of talks, so that they 
may enter into their new experience with a renewed sense of their duty, 
of the dangers that will confront them and of the means they ought to 
use to keep out of the way of evil. As one becomes more and more 
familiar with conditions in large camps and with the circumstances into 
which our young men will probably be thrown, it becomes increasingly 
evident that we should do every bit in our power to fortify the Catholic 
conscripts in their Faith and principles. When they leave home for the 
camp they will be particularly impressionable and ready to receive good 
influences. They realize that it is a serious time, when they are going to
